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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest a bulb-shaped fluorescent lamp comprising, in 
combination with remaining features of the claims, a fine tube extended from the end of 
a portion of the bent tube toward the cap side within a cover member, and protrudes so 
that the surface temperature of a portion of the fine tube is kept in the range between 40 
and 70°C at the time of nomnal lighting (claim 1); the fine tube extending from an end of 
a portion of the bent tube toward the cap side within the cover member, which protrudes 
from the end of said bent tube by 25 to 70 mm (claim 2).
